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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in reply to an amendment filed on September 06, 2005. Claims 1-5, 

7, 9-10 and 14-20 have been canceled and claims 6, 8 and 11 have been amended. Claims 6, 

8, 11-13 and 21-23 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on September 06, 2005 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made, 

4. Claims 6, 8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barlow et al US Patent 6,038,551 (hereinafter Barlow) in view of Kwok et al. US Patent 
6,829,711 B1 (hereinafter Kwok). 

5. As per claims 6, 8 and 1 1 Barlow teaches a process of user authentication in a client 
communication, comprising: 

executing, in the client computing apparatus, a web browser that processes a protected 
web page received from network [column 16, lines 6-15]; 

storing on an integrated circuit card a certificate to access the protected web page 
received in the client computing apparatus and characteristic identifying information of a user 
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associated with tiie received protected web page (i.e., store in the IC card personal pass code 
and certificate to access applications) [column 8, lines 23-37 and column 15, line 63 - column 
16, line 5]; 

reading by an integrated circuit card reader the integrated circuit, in response to the 
receipt of the protected web page by the web browser of the client computing apparatus 
[column 7, line 51 - column 8, line 9, and column 16, lines 8-15]; 

comparing identifying information input by the user with the characteristic identifying 
information of the user stored in the integrated circuit card [column 15, lines 63-column 16, lines 
5]; 

in response to the comparing, providing the certificate stored on the integrated circuit 
card to the web browser of the client computing apparatus to access the received web page 
[column lines 2-20]. 

Barlow is silent on issuing by the web browser a certificate request to the user, in 
response to the receipt of the protected web browser of the client computing apparatus. 
However, within the same field of endeavor Kwok teaches a personal website for electronic 
commerce including issuing by the web browser a certificate request to the user, in response to 
the receipt of the protected web browser of the client computing apparatus [see for example 
column 4, lines 46-63 and column 6, lines 18-34]. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention to employ the teachings of Kwok 
within the system of Barlow to further simplify transfer of the certificate from the integrated 
circuit card to the web browser. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



6. Claims 12, 13 and 21-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
